Allen, former South Bend 
mayor, has resigned effective 
June 30 to return to his home

practice there. Bowen said he 
hopes to be able to announce a 
new insurance commissioner 
before June 30.

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Lasers: Rays Of Hope 
Fo r Energy Sho rtage

Powerful new lasers now under 
development 
may 
help 
the 
United States break the grip of 
the energy shortage. 
Scientists predict the laser’s 
concentrated beams of light 
may be used within just a few 
years to enrich uranium fuel 
for conventional reactors much 
more economically than can b#» 
done with any process now 
available. 
Fusion 
is the process of 
joining two light atoms to form 
a 
heavy 
one. 
It 
occurs 
constantly on the sun 
and 
releases 
great 
amounts 
of 
energy. 
The main fuel supply for 
fusion is a special ‘‘heavy” 
type of hydrogen called deuteri­ 
um, found in water. Nuclear 
experts calculate the duterium 
obtained from a single gallon of 


water could produce the same 
amount of energy as burning 
300 gallons of gasoline. 
Laser fusion reactors would 
set off repeated tiny nuclear 
explosions 
by 
hitting 
fuel 
pellets with intense blasts of 
light lasting only a billionth of 
a second each. The pellet would 
be compressed so quickly its 
atoms would fuse, giving off a 
burst of energy. 
Government experts say the 
result would be nuclear power 
reactors creating only one-tenth 
as much radioactive waste as 
present 
fission 
reactors, 
a 
vastly decreased likelihood of 
nuclear accidents, reduced dan­ 
ger from sabotage or diversion 
of atomic materials and the 
potential for urban siting. 
This would require lasers — 
the devices which produce the 
concentrated light beams — 
more powerful than available 


Bonanza Falls On 
BS Students This Fall 


MUNCIE, 
Ind.-F ed eral 
grants totalling $1,578,462 will 
help Ball State University 
students pay their tuition bill 
next year. This included $843,045 
from the National Defense 
Student Loan (NDSL), $461,885 
from College Work-Study, and 
$273,532 from Supplemental 
Education Opportunity Grants 
but does not include the Basic 
E ducational 
Opportunity 
Grants (BOG) for 1975-76. 
Not all Basic Educational 
Opportunity Grants 
(BOG) 
available to Ball Sate Univer­ 
sity students were spent last 
year, said Norman E. Beck,, 
director of student financial 
aids at the university. 
Dr. Beck’s statement was in 
response to an Associated Press 
story quoting the U.S. Office of 
Education that one-fourth of the 
$535 million in federal grant 
money available for needy 
college students last year was 
not spent. 
“This is not monies that the 
colleges and universities have 
control over,” 
Beck said. 
“Students must apply for the 
funds.” 
In 1974-75, Ball State received 
a letter of credit that $69,175 was 
available to finance the BOG 
program. Eligibility was based 
upon such 
factors as total 
family income, number of wage 
earners, family size and ages, 
tax payments, and unusually 
high medical or casualty ex­ 
penses. 
A student was eligible last 
school year if his family’s index 
fell below $12,000. 
“ We are estimating the 
amount of BOG monies the 
students would be eligible to 
receive, and we are packaging 
this with the rest of the dollars

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
louse has passed and sent to 
he Senate a compromise $15 
lillion bill to provide Social 
ecurity payments, benefits for 
eterans and unemployed per- 
ons, and food stamp money.

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A BONUS FOR THE HOUSE 
Inflation troubles everyone, but we often suspect it 
troubles our Federal lawmakers less than it does others. 


Shortly before embarking on its 10-day Memorial Day 
holiday the House of Representatives voted to accept an 
increase in each m em ber’s government-paid trips back 
home from 18 to 26 a year, with 6 additional trips 
authorized for staff members. This was in a package that 
also included a raise from $204,720 to $227,270 in each 
m em ber’s annual staff allowance. 


Another item was authorization for each member is 
issue two newsletters a year at government expense. This 
may seem picayune, but it will add $1.7 million to the 
Federal printing bill. 


These bonuses were recommended by the House Ad­ 
ministration Committee, which several years ago was 
given authority to propose such goodies for the members, 
which can take effect without the necessity for a House 
vote. This time dissident Republicans forced a vote, 
however, and it went 262 to 148 in favor of the package. 


Indiana’s delegation was more evenly split, five to four 
with two members marked absent. Voting to turn down 
the bonus were Elwood H. Hills (R), John Myers (R), Lee 
H. Hamilton (D) and Andres Jacobs Jr. (D). Voting to 
accept it were Ray J. Madden (D), John Brademas (D), 
J. Edward Roush (D), Phillip H. Hayes (D) and Philip R. 
Sharp (D). The absentees were Floyd J. Fithian (D) and 
David W. Evans (D). 


It surely must seem to many Americans as it does to us 
that the first place in the Federal government where 
fiscal restraint should be practiced is on Capitol Hill. 
There, after all, the pursestrings are controlled. 


Perhaps on their additional trips home the represen­ 
tatives who voted to accept these added benefits will 
explain to their constituents why they pile more inflation- 
causing deficits on the backs of taxpayers who do not have 
the advantage of 
such 
a 
built-in 
inflation-easing 
mechanism as the House members enjoy.

payments over and above an 
allowance retained for personal 
expenses, to the Home. 


Such income is placed into a 
reserve fund earmarked for 
construction and improvement 
of the facilities, and can be 
spent in no other way. Present 
balance is near $5 million, with 
part already authorized for the 
new building program. 


Present 
population of the 
Home is around 380, with about 
half madeup of widows of 
veterans. Some married couples 
occupy the home. The last Civil 
War widow residing at the home 
died last December, and the last 
veteran 
of 
the 
Spanish 
American War also died. Only 
about 
1,200 
survivors 
of 
America’s shortest war, the 
four 
month 
conflict against 
Spain, remain alive, although 
there are 26,000 living widows. 
When 
the 
new 
library 
facilities are completed, the old 
building will be turned over to 
the D epartm ent of N atural 
Resources. 
The old 
Com­ 
mandant’s home, accepted by 
the 
National 
Register 
of 
Historical 
Sites, 
will 
be 
operated along with the library, 
as a museum. Preserved will be 
the collection of oil paintings of 
all but one Civil War Generals, 
done by a former resident of the 
Home. 
Once each year, my family 
joins in a visit to the Home on 
the Hill, as the facility is known 
to residents.

road from the Wabash River 
Valley, with its hair-pin turns 
reminds one of the western 
mountain roads. We make the 
visit as a part of American 
Legion day at the Home, 
family outing picnic among the 
wooded acres. Interest has been 
lagging

outing! This year, with lunch 
served in the rain, over 400 
Legionnaires registered, in 
eluding two special bus loads 
from Indianapolis. It was the 
largest attendance in recent 
years, but far below the number 
attending similar events in the 
early 1940’s. 
The Home has an interesting 
history, founded by the 1895 
state legislature. The plan 
envisoned each 
county con­ 
structing cottages to house their 
elderly veterans on the spacious 
wooded area. Last of the old 
wooden 
structures 
were 
rem oved 
in recent 
years. 
Meanwhile, complete respon­ 
sibility was assumed by the 
state, 
with 
supervisory 
authority vested 
in 
an 
ad­ 
ministrative unit for special 
institutions in the State Board of 
Health. 
Present capacity of the Home 
is around 400 beds, with some 
280 devoted to those requiring 
nursing care. A waiting list of 
six months to a year exists for 
females requiring nursing care, 
although other categories have 
vacancies. 
The Home just hooked up to 
city sewage, supplements water 
supplies from wells by city 
w ater, 
and 
uses 
electric 
generating capacity on the 
grounds only for emergency 
power. Present boiler capacity, 
increased to care for the great 
number of old buildings, is more 
than adequate for the new 
construction.

Record Grain Prospects 
Could Lower Meat Costs 


WASHINGTON

Prospects brightened last week 
for record 1975 livestock feed 
crops which could lead eventu­ 
ally to bigger consumar sup­ 
plies and lower prices for meat, 
milk and poultry, an Agricul­ 
ture 
Department 
report 
in­ 
dicates. 
The agency’s weekly crop 
and weather report said corn 
farmers had 96 per cent of their 
crop 
planted 
by 
June 
I, 
com plied with 90 per cent a 
week daffier. Avefage planting 
progress by June I is 89 per 


cent, and last year it was only 
83 per cent. 
Early planting helps ward off 
the threat of end-of-season crop 
losses from early frosts like 
those 
which 
were 
partially 
responsible for slashing the 1974 
corn crop to 4.7 billion bushels. 
This year officials say the crop 
could reach 5.7 million to 6.4 
billion bushels if weather is 
normal. 
The crog. weather report also 
noted that: 
—Farmers in the Midwest 
and Southeast, with nearly all 


their corn planted, are making 
rapid gains in seeding soy­ 
beans. As of June I, the crop 
was two-thirds planted com­ 
pared with 42 per cent last year 
and a normal 53 per cent. 
—Spring wheat planting in 
major states was 90 per cent 
complete last week compared 
with 83 per cent last year and a 
normal rating of 93 per cent. 
—Winter wheat development 
was aided by rains in western 
and north central Kansas,^ but 
rains delayed harvests in Texas 
and Oklahoma. 


Criticism May Cause Early 


Death Of Pesticide Hotline

Even some of the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency’s friends 
on Capitol Hill are joining farm 
critics in publicly criticizing the 
agency’s new free telephone 
reporting service on alleged 
pesticide abuses. 
Sharp criticism of the service 
surfaced at a House Agriculture 
Committee 
hearing 
Tuesday 
from legislators including Rep. 
Steven D. Symms, R-Idaho, a 
frequent critic of EPA regula­ 
tions. Symms was joined by 
several lawmakers who in the 
past have labeled themselves 
friends of environmentalists. 
Rep. Peter A. P eyser, R- 
N.Y., for example, likened the 
new EPA system to official 
spying in Nazi Germany where 
children were asked to report 
to government agents on what 
their parents said. 
“This is totally wrong 
... 
absolutely outrageous. It ought 
to be terminated at once,” 
Peyser said. 
The EPA announced in a 
broadcast statement last month 
it 
was 
opening 
May 
16 
a 
nationwide toll-free hot line to 
receive 
reports 
of 
pesticide 
misuse 
or 
accidents. 
The 
agency invited anyone “aware 


ot a misuse of a pesticide that 
has caused harm to people or 
wildlife and plants ... to report 
this on a toll-free number from 
anywhere in the country.” 
The 
statement 
said 
the 
reporting service was neces­ 
sary because misuse of pesti­ 
cides annually injures hundreds 
of thousands of farm workers 
and “hundreds of these workers 
die.” 
The estimates of farm worker 
injuries, 
immediately 
chal­ 
lenged by the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, were quick­ 
ly withdrawn by the EPA which 
apologized for using them and 
said 
they 
could 
not 
be 
substantiated. But the reporting 
system was opened on schedule 
and has produced some 80 calls 
leading to “about six or eight” 
followup EPA inquiries, offi 
dais say. 
Robert Baum of EPA told the 
House Agriculture Committee 
the 
agency 
has 
considered 
dropping the service because of 
complaints it amounts to an 
invitation to anonymous accusa­ 
tions against neighbors. Baum 
said he would tell EPA chief 
Russell Train the Agriculture 
Committee’s reaction to the 
program ranged from “absolute 
shock to merely strong dislike.”

Flea Beetle Spotted 
In Early Hoosier Corn

Flea beetles are showing up in 
many early planted corn fields.

check their fields to determine 
the extent of beetle activity and 
need for control. 
Several species may injure 
corn plants, he continues. In 
addition to feeding injury at 
least two species can transmit 
bacterium 
causing 
Stewart’s 
Disease. Extent of this disease 
depends on beetle activity and 
the amount of feeding on corn 
seedlings, especially those of 
susceptible inbreds and hybrids. 
Furadan 
10G applied at 
planting as a seven-inch band or 
in the seed furrow at the rate of 
IO pounds of formulation per 
13,000 feet of row space will 
control flea beetles. However,

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Unveiled Pakistani Girl 
Defies National Custom

RAWALPINDI, 
Pakistan 
(UPI) — The hot, sour air of 
Raja 
Bazaar 
was 
suddenly 
thick with a bombardment of 
potatoes. 
“You see what the men in 
this country are like,” said 
Saira Irshad, dashing for cover 
in the crowded market. “They 
see 
some 
unveiled 
women 
walking 
around, 
and 
they 
express themselves by throwing 
potatoes. They probably consid­ 
er it a very sexual thing to do.” 
With her W e s t e r n - style 
clothes and fiercely indepencU 
ent spirit, Saira, 16, belongs to 
a tiny group of new breed 
Pakistani women, women who 
never have and probably never 
will taste the humiliation of the 
shroudlike, 
full - length 
veil 
known as the purdah. 
Yet, 
Saira 
still 
accepts 
restrictions on her life style 
that 
would 
send 
shudders 
through American and Euro­ 
pean women. 
She 
is 
forbidden 
to 
step 
outside her house unless escort­ 
ed by her elder brother, her 
mother or one of her cousins. 
She does not attend parties 
unless her brother, Sarmad, 28, 
agrees to take her along. 
Despite her flashing black 
eyes and sultry look, she has 
never had a date with a boy. 
“I wouldn’t even allow her 
out 
with 
my 
best 
friend,” 
growled 
Sarmad, 
“and 
she 
knows better than to ask." 
Has this Pakistani beauty, 
whose bubbling vivaciousness 
immediately wins her friends, 
ever been kissed? 
“It would be rather unheard 
of,” Saira said, half blushing 
and 
half 
choking 
at 
the 
question. “My brother would be 
livid at the thought.” 
Saira’s 
father, 
an 
army 
officer, died in the 1965 Indo- 
Pakistan 
War. 
Her 
brother 
Sarmad took over control of the 
family. 
“My brother is much more 
strict about everything I do 
than my mother,” said Saira. 
“His excuse is that he mixes 
around, 
and 
he 
hears 
his 
friends 
taking 
about 
other 


people’s sisters so he knows 
what’s what.” 
She said her brother keeps a 
sharp eye on her comings and 
goings. When he is out of town, 
he keeps track of her move 
ments through a grapevine of 
friends. 
“I resent often enough his 
interference in my life,” said 
Saira. “He is unreasonable. He 
stops me from doing things, 
and when I ask him to explain, 
he tells me to take it or leave 
it. 
“For 
instance, 
if 
a 
boy 
Sarmad didn’t know telephones 
me, my brother would refuse to 
call me to the phone,” Saira 
said. “If it was someone he did 
know, 
he 
would 
still 
hang 
around to hear what we were 
talking about.” 
With the help of her mother, 
who has studied and traveled 
abroad, Saira has won some 
important battles. She said her 
biggest 
coup 
was

The recession may be over 
for business but it is of little 
comfort to 25 to 35 million 
Americans who will suffer loss 
of jobs or income this year, a 
labor economist said Monday. 
“We are happy to see any 
signs that the economy may be 
turning up,” said Mark Ro­ 
berts, chief economist for the 
AFL-CIO. “ But what’s good for 
business in the short term may 
take a long time to translate 
itself 
into 
more 
jobs 
for 
unemployed workers.” 
In fact, he said, “we expect 
the 
number 
of 
unemployed 
workers to be rising and going 
higher. 
“The number of people who 
are affected in terms of jobs 
and incomes even in an upturn 
is going to be three or four 
times the number of persons 
unemployed. If you look at 1975, 


it’s not just 8 million out of 
work. There are going to be 25 
to 35 million who experience 
some period of unemployment 


“ It’s a helluva a lot a people. 
And it means they are going to 
be suffering a human psycho­ 
logical trauma quite apart from 
the real financial loss.”

screened thousands of Indiana

defects as a factor. 
Robert J. Firenze, project 
director for the Indiana Univer­ 
sity Institute for Research in 
Public Safety, said past studies 
already showed that component 
part defects were a causative 
factor 
in 
a 
very 
small 
percentage 
of 
accidents 
— 
“maybe as low as- 1.5 per 
cent.” 
He said, however, that recall 
“campaigns” between Sept. 9, 
1966, and Aug. 31, 1974, had 
totaled 
1,614, 
involving 
46.1 
million vehicles. Auto manufac­ 
turers initiated most of the 
campaigns and the National 
Highway Traffic 
Safety 
Ad 
ministration only 229 of them, 
he said, 
but 
the 
institute’s 
campaigns involved 23.3 million 
vehicles, about half the total. 
The institute detection and 
notification project is a con 
tract with an experiment for 
the 
administration, 
Firenze 
said. 


Praises Indiana Police 
Firenze praised the Indiana 
State Police for doing more 
than any other law enforcement 
agency to notify the institute of 
any accident that might have a 
defect-related cause. In addi­ 
tion, one person was stationed 
permanently by the researchers 
in 
Indianapolis 
to 
screen 
thousands of accident reports 
whether from the state police 
or other agencies. 


“The purpose of this kind of a 
thing is to try to learn about 
vehicle defects as early in the 
model 
years 
as 
possible,” 
Firenze 
said.

driving public ends up being 
the

pigs”

“ As the entire philosophy of 
auto manufacturing changes, 
we’ll be going to the kind of 
models that don’t change as 
rapidly,” Firenze said. But he

European models have had a 
better record of eliminating 
defects. 
F’irenze said that by the end 
of March, the project found 450 
cases of possible safety related 
defects, boiled those down to 97 
worth further investigation, and 
chose 7 of those for in-depth 
case studies. 
The 
National 
Traffic 
and 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act of 
1966 called for defect identifica­ 
tion and laid the groundwork 
for such projects as the one 
Firenze directs. 
Models examined go back at 
least to 1959, the year Cadillac 
produced a car with a steering 
problem. 
American and foreign made 


cars are examined. 
Firenze said funding for the 
project will be continued and 
the project may be expanded, if 
the government decides the 
results justify it.

ON THE 
Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
spite of prospects for a good 
1975 harvest, the Soviet Union 
probably will need to import 
feed grains for its livestock in 
the coming year, an Agricul­ 
ture Department specialist tala- 
tioned in Moscow says. 
A 
Paul Danyluk, assistant 
U.S. agricultural attache in the 
Soviet capital, said in a report 
relea sed h ere that prospects 
are 
“fairly 
realistic” 
that 
Soviet farm ers will produce at 
least 208 million tons of grain 
this year. 
That 
would 
be 
below 
the 
announced 1975 goal of 215.7 
million tons, but it would bring 
total output over the past five 
years into line with the 1971-75 
five-year plan. 
But 
even 
if 
the 
five-year 
production goal is m et, Danyluk 
said grain sold to Soviet state 
distribution agencies by collec­ 
tive and state farms almost 
certainly will fall below official 
goals. And it is these state 
purchases, 
the 
expert 
said, 
which are the best barometer 
of future Soviet import needs. 
Danyluk 
estim ated 
Soviet 
state purchases would have to 
reach 117 million tons from the 
1975 harvest to bring total 1971- 
75 purchases up to the five-year 
plan goal. Even in 1973 when 
total Soviet production reached 
a record 22215 million tons, he 
pointed out, 
state 
purchases 
reached only 90 5 million tons. 
Most of 
the 
gap 
between 
actual 
and 
planned 
state 
purchases involves grain for 
use in feeding livestock, Dany­ 
luk said. And Soviet demand 
for livestock feed, which has 
been rising rapidly, is expected 
to continue its expansion for “a 
number of y ea rs,” he added.
